LITTLE  CHANGE  IN  PEAS  AND  LENTILS

World  production  of  edible  dry  beans  and  len- 
tils was  larger  in  1975  than  in  1974,  while  outturns  of 
dry  peas  and  garbanzos  were  smaller. 

Dry  edible  bean  production  in  35  reporting 
countries  increased  about  2.2  million  hundredweight 
(cwt)  over  1974’s  total. 

The  largest  increase  was  in  Mexico,  where  pro- 
duction-stimulated by  a $22  per  cwt  price  support- 
increased  from  the  frost -damaged  1974  crop  of 

19.840.000  cwt  to  24,250,000  cwt.  After  importing 

140.000  tons  in  1974/75,  Mexico  is  expected  to  ex- 
port at  least  30,000  tons  in  1976. 

U.S.  production  of  17,196,000  cwt  was  15 
percent  less  than  the  record  1974  crop  and  about 

500.000  cwt  below  the  10-year  average.  Michigan  Pea 
beans  and  Great  Northerns  were  cut  sharply,  while 
the  Pinto  crop  soared  to  6,377,000  cwt.  California- 
grown  Limas  were  smaller  by  one-third,  and  the 
Blackeye  crop  was  about  one-half  of  the  1974  crop. 

Canadian  production  was  down  about  100,000 
cwt,  with  the  Pea  bean  component  down  from  1.8 
million  to  about  1.6  million  cwt.  About  750  tons  of 
Black  beans  were  produced  in  Manitoba  under  con- 
tract on  1,650  acres. 

Argentina  boosted  its  acreage  to  148,000  and 
another  record  crop  is  projected.  About  50,000  tons 
were  exported  in  1975. 

The  Romanian  crop  is  estimated  at  1,874,000 
cwt-down  7 percent  from  the  1974  level.  Exports  to 
West  Germany  in  the  first  quarter  of  1976  have  been 
reported. 

The  Australian  crop  is  expected  to  meet  about 
50  percent  of  domestic  requirements. 


Dry  edible  pea  production  in  22  reporting 
countries  was  down  only  slightly  from  the  revised 

1974  estimate.  Smaller  crops  were  harvested  in  the 
United  States  and  Morocco,  with  most  other  major 
producers  near  or  above  the  1974  level. 

U.S.  production  of  dry  peas  (excluding  Aus- 
train  Winter  and  wrinkled  seed  peas)  at  2,731,000 
cwt  was  15  percent  below  the  1974  level  but  64  per- 
cent above  that  of  1973.  Yields  averaged  1,449 
pounds  per  acre,  compared  with  1,515  in  1974  and 
1,221  in  1973. 

The  United  Kingdom,  perennially  the  largest 
importer  of  dry  peas,  increased  its  production  to 

1,984,000  cwt-10  percent  over  that  of  1974  and  20 
percent  above  the  1973  crop. 

Canada  and  New  Zealand  also  harvested  slight- 
ly larger  crops  than  in  1974. 

Lentil  production  in  1 8 reporting  countries  was 
about  the  same  in  1975  as  in  1974.  The  United 
States  and  Spain  produced  bumper  crops.  Production 
was  also  up  in  Iran,  Turkey,  and  Morocco,  but  down 
in  Jordan  and  Syria.  While  no  official  figures  are 
available  for  lentil  production  in  the  USSR  for  1975, 
the  crop  is  believed  to  be  down  substantially.  Reports 
from  West  Germany  indicate  that  imports  from  the 
Soviet  Union  during  the  period  January -November 

1975  amounted  to  only  3,500  metric  tons,  compared 
with  9,800  tons  during  the  same  period  in  1974. 

Garbanzo  production  in  17  reporting  countires 
in  1975  was  3 percent  below  that  of  1974,  continuing 
what  appears  to  be  a downward  trend. 

Mexico,  the  primary  source  of  U.S.  imports, 
harvested  223,000  cwt  more  than  in  1974.  Spain, 
India,  Pakistan,  Syria,  Turkey,  and  Morocco  all  re- 
ported smaller  crops.
